head and the recording surface and executing burnishing operations on the back portion of the air bearing surface to 
remove material from the back for/ion of the air-bearing surface until the monitoring of the resistance measurements of 
the MR head indicates the air-bearing surface of the slider has clearance above the recording surface" in combination 
with the other limitations in the claim.
